— A 
knowledge  of  domestic  duties  -•  beyond 
all  pDce  to  a  woman;  every  .*;.<*  of  tho 
si.VvUgbt  to  know  how  to  sow  :  .id  knit, 
and  mend,  and  cook,  and  superintend  a 
household.  In  every  situation  in  life, 
rich  Or  poor,  this  knowledge  is  of  great 
advantage.  There  is  no  necessity  that  the 
gaining  of  such  knowledge  should  inter¬ 
fere  with  intellectual  acquirement  or  even 
elegant  accomplishment. 

When  a  girl  is  nine  or  ten  years  old,  she 
should  be  accustomed  to  take  some  share 
in  household  duties,  and  to  feel  responsi¬ 
ble  for  the  manner  in  which  her  part  is 
performed — such  as  her  own  mending — 
washing  the  cups  and  putting  them  in 
their-.proper  places,  or  dusting  and  taking 
care  of  the  parlor.  This  should  be  done 
regularly  and  not  neglected  whenever  she 
finds  it  convenient. 

When  older  than  twelve,  girls  should 
begin  to  take  turns  in  superintending  the 
household,  making  puddings,  pies,-  cakes, 
etc.  To  learn  effectually,  they  should  do 
those  things  themselves  and  not  stand  by 
and  see  others  do  them.  Many  a  husband 
has  been  ruined  for  want  of  these  domes¬ 
tic  qualities  in  a  wife,  and  many  a  hus¬ 
band  has  been  saved  from  ruin  by  his  wife 
being  able  to  manage  well  the  household 
affairs.

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“  THE  DAY  WE  CELEBBATE.” 

Eighty-eight  years  ago  this  day,  a  band 
of  patriots  in  convention  assembled, 
nerved  by  a  sense  of  oppression,  threw 
oh  the  btiaciues  of  slavery  and  bhaine, 
and  declared  that  “these  United  Colo¬ 
nies  are  and  of  right  ought  to  be  free  and 
independent  States.”  .  \ 

Our  national  existence  and  prosperity 
being  mainly  due  to  this  declaration,  it  is 
fitting  that  as  its  anniversary  dawns  upon 
us,  we  should  celebrate  it  in  a  manner 
that  will  remind  us  ol  the  struggle  and 
triumph  that  followed  that  day,  and  will 
foster  our  devotion  to  the  Union  then 
cemented.

tion  has  been  made.  Among  the  large 
number  of  paintings,  are  many  works  of 
more  than  ordinary  merit — many  which 
will  bear  the  scrutiny  of  the  connoisseur 
and  amateur,  and  which  deserve  more 
than  a  mere  passing  notice  on  the  part  of 
tjie  visitor  to  this  department.

To  the  community  in  general  we  have 
one  word  to  say  on  behalf  of  our  Fair.— 
The  Sanitary  and  Christian  Commissions 
have  deserved  and  won  the  confidence  of 
the  government,  of  the  army  and  of  the 
people.  They  are  laboring  in  a  cause  as 
sacred  as  any  which  can  engage  the  efforts 
of  man.  Humanity,  religion  and  patriot¬ 
ism  combined,  urge  you  to  give  them  a 
generous  and  liberal  support.  Come  then 
to  our  Fair.  We  offer  you  an  innocent, 
a  refined  and  a  rational  entertainment, 
and  whatever  it  may  cost  you,  will  go  to 
smooth  the  pillow,  cool  the  fevered  brow, 
staunch  the  bleeding  wounds,  and  give 
Christian  comfort  and  consolation  to  the 
brave  soldier  bleeding  and  dying  for  you 
and  your  children  and  your  children’s 
children  in  all  future  generations.  No 
community  certainly  can  fail  to  be  gener¬ 
ous  in  such  a  cause.

After  the  exercises  in  the  Concert 
Room  were  concluded,  the  schools  were 
admitted  to  the  various  halls  of  the  Fair 
buildings,  where  they  enjoyed  themselves 
greatly,  and  contributed  not  a  little  to  the 
enjoyment  of  others. 

We  congratulate  the  Sunday  Schools 
upon  the  magnificent  success  of  their 
Fourth  of  July  celebration. 

Continuance  of  the  Faih. — The  Fair 
had  been  opened  but  a  few  days,  when  it 
became  apparent  that  it  would  necessa¬ 
rily  be  continued  longer  than  was  origi¬ 
nally  intended.  The  prospect  now  is 
that  the  Fair  will  remain  open  during  the 
greater  part  of  this  week. 

Large  quantities  of  desirable  goods  yet 
remain  unsold,  the  attendance  of  visitors 
is  as  large  as  ever,  and  however  great 
may  be  the  labor  imposed  upon  the  man¬ 
agers  and  others  engaged,  by^postfoniug 
the  close,  there  seems  to  be  no  alterna¬ 
tive.  Let  us  give  one  week  more  to  the 
good  cause.  The  opportunity  is  with  us, 
and  another  so  good  may  not  soon  pre¬ 
sent  itself. 

The  Fair  To-Day. — While  we  write,  the 
Fair  buildings  are  crowded  in  every  part 
with  people.  The  adjacent  streets  out¬ 
side,  are  also  crowded.  All  the  avenues 
leading  to  the  city  have  been  thronged 
since  the  early  morn. 

Every  available  spot  of  ground  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Fair  buildings  has  a  show 
tent  of  some  sort  upon  it,  and  into  each 
may  be  seen  pouring  a  steady  stream 
of  visitors.  Everybody  to-day  seems  de¬ 
termined  to  see  and  be  seen,  and  every¬ 
body  seems  to  be  in  a  fair  way  to  suc¬ 
ceed.

Dispatch  from  Secretary  Stanton- 

War  Department,  1 
Washington,  July  3 — 9  p.m.  j 
To  Maj.  Gen  Dix  : 

The  following  telegram  dated  to-day, 
from  Marietta,  Ga.,  was  received  this  even¬ 
ing  from  Gen.  SbermaD,  giving  successful 
results  of  the  flanking  operations  in  pro¬ 
gress  some  days  back  The  movement  on 
our  right  caused  the  enemy  to  evacuate. 

We  occupied  Kenesaw  at  daylight  and 
Marietta  at  8.30  a.  m. 

Thomas  is  moving  down  the  main  road 
towards  the  Chattabootchie,  and  McPher¬ 
son  towards  the  mouth  of  Niohojach  on  the 
Sandtown  road.  Our  cavalry  are  on  the 
extreme  flanks.  Whether  the  enemy  will 
halt  this  side  of  the  Chattabootchie  or  not 
will  soon  be  known. 

A  despatch  from  Gen.  Gram’s  headquar¬ 
ter,  dated  8  o’clock  thi-s  morning,  gives 
the  following  results  o^Gen.  Wilson’s  op. 
erations : 

About  60  miles  of  railroads  have  been 
thoroughly  destroyed.  The  Danvills  road 
Gen.  Wilson  reports  could  not  be  repaired 
in  less  than  40  days,  even  if  all  the  mate¬ 
rials  were  on  hand.  He  destroyed  all  the 
blacksmith  shops  where  rails  might  be 
straightened,  and  all  the  mills  were  scant¬ 
lings  for  sleepers  could  be  sawed. 

Wilson  brought  in  about  400  negroes 
and  many  horses  aDd  mules,  gathered  by 
bis  force.  He  reports  that  the  rebels 
slaughtered  without  mercy  the  negroes  they 
took.  * 

Wilson’s  loss  of  property  is  a  small  wa¬ 
gon  train  used  to  carry  ammunition,  his 
ambulance  train  and  12  cannon,  horses  of 
artillery  and  wagons  were  generally  saved. 
Of  the  cannon,  two  were  removed  from  car¬ 
riages,  the  wheels  of  which  were  broken 
and  thrown  into  the  water,  and  one  other 
had  been  disabled  by  a  rebel  shot  breaking 
its  trnnnions  before  it  was  abandoned. — 
He  estimates  his  total  loss  at  from  750  to 
1000  men,  including  those  lost  from  Kantz 
division. 

A  rebel  force  made  its  appearance  near 
Martinsburg  this  morning, and  were  at  last 
accounts  destroying  the  railroad  and  ad¬ 
vancing  on  Martinsburg.  The  reports  re¬ 
ceived  as  yet  are  too  confused  and  conflict¬ 
ing  to  determine  the  magnitude  of  the  force 
or  extent  of  its  operations.

“  6  What  other  insect  is  the  bee  afraid 
of? 

“Ans.  The  beetle — (scare-a-bee-us). 

“7  Is  the  otter  of  roses  obtained  trom 
that  animal  when  fed  on  other  vegetables, 
cabbages  for  instance  ?
